WHAT'S CHANGED IN 
TEN YEARS 

A lot of people are calling I9B6 
. the ten year anniversary or punk 
’ rock. And this is probably the case 
if you must date such things so accur¬ 
ately - and without getting into 
I definitions, or debating "who was 
! first", I'd just like to comment on 
what point we seem to have gotten 
to in the "first" ten years. 

Nowhere. Yes. on one hand I 
see that we have come full circle 
in the lest decade. Everything that 
so called "punk rock" set out to 
I destroy has crept back into our 
. scene and in some cases is taking 
over. Most obvious is the recent 
embrace by a lot of punks of "heavy 
' metal". Now I'm not talking about 
’ the music, which is in some cases 
) very similar to a variety of punk 
rock. But what about those egotistical 
metal solas? They can keep it. It's 
-the attitude that is the problem. 

• I've been to the shows. I've talked 
I to the people and this is indeed 

■ the compleation of the circle. Every¬ 
body's fave metal band Motornead 

I were a classic example. They 
: demanded a very high door price 
' - only so they could spend your money 
, on their lime, full meals (that were 
left backstaoe for food fights), an 
. over kill Pl\ that sounded like shit 
. anyway, etc... I could go on about 
; the- inept sexism of Slayer or the 
absurd "Satanism" of the rest of 
them, but what's the use. In my 
I eyes that will be "punk rock's" coffin, 
i But I have faith that, like all the 
! rest of the trends. Heavy Metal 
is just the lastest dying fed.* 

But what about the attitude 
of the members of our own scene? 
- Yeah, the heavy door prices are 
1 with us too, the bands wanting a 
guarantee over a percentage, big 
time management and lawyers and 

■ the ever popular squabble over billing. 
But those things have always been 

' there, whether or not people wanted 
to acknowledge it. Sure they are 
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Ll worse these days with some oends. 

^ but others are still trying to carry 
~~ the punk flag. Basically I think 
^ it's the problem of bands getting 
out of touch with their own business 
S - bands that are letting other people 
>1 do too much for them. A few years 
^ ago a band would have been excited 
>1 to get a gig - then go out of their v 
o way to make and distribute a creative ^ 
nl flyer. Now it seems that bands don't 
S' want to play the small shows, and n 
J would rather sit around and wait 
' for their big arena "concert". And £ 
—j of course when that comes up they Jit 
tc do no promotion of their own. but j 
<tl simply sit back and let the promoter-^ 
do it. I think the old way built more 
5 character. I even knew out of town 
^ bands that arranged to have flyers 

-< distributed for them in the towns W 
they were to play. It's the same 
Nwith records - most bands that sign' 
-up with labels (and I'll get on their 
H} case in a minute), have no idea what < 
so ever of where their records go. 

L, what fanzines review them, what 
radio stations play them, or what 
stores are selling them. "It's the, 
3; labels job" - well remember the 
JjOlY ("do it yourself") attitude? It's 
dying... And all these so called labels. 
f\ they are nothing more than a 
> subsidiary, a P&D deal of a bigger 
C label, another middle man to furthur 
in isolate the band from knowing what 
IT 1 is going on with their work. Flipside 
.. is falling into this trap, but we do 
ft have videos and a magazine to put 
--out (and promote our records with) 
fS as well as our records - we are not 
a full time label. It's a sad day when 
lables (who do nothing else but put 
' out records) loose their independance 
to money grubbing distributor / 
te labels. The records get the short 
end of stick all the way around - 
vj nobody really cares about them. 

§ they're just another title to sell 
today, destined to be an unheard 
Fu.of "catalog" item in a months time. 

5: Why can't people handle their own 
^ business anymore? 
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I think the simple answer is that 
it is ten years later. You can’t blame 
people for getting tired of doing 
things the hard way. We are not 
as young as we used to be - and 
at some point your energies get 
directed in some other direction. 
It's easy to get bored with the same 
old thing and you have to move 
on. That isn't bad - but there is 
a certain element that creeps in 
to manipulate people at this stage, 
and fuck them over for whatever 
amount of money. If that doesn’t 
happen - then some of those old 
punks just get co-opted into the 
system "that doesn't look so different 
anymore. In fact it may be quite 
appealing. If you look at most of 
the punk bands of days gone by you’ll 
know what I mean. After all. they 
arn't punks anymore, right? 

So who are the punks? The press 
always refers to “punks" like it's 
some group of people who have 
been around for a long time and 
never change, never get any older. 
No. All those people I condemned 
above - they "were 1 the punks, they 
served their time, in their day ana 
age they served with as much 
dedication and energy as any new 
kids serving today. And I’m not saying 
their day is over either - they can 
still contribute if they want to. 
maybe not directly in the "punk 
scene" anymore. but hopefully 
spreading the values to the outside 
world. Punk is a attitude that should 
only change it's mode of expression 
with time. The punk scene is a 
dynamic movement of people that 
will exist as long as their are youth 
out there to keep it happening, to 
be rebellous. energetic and outrageous. 
I don’t necessairly mean politically 
rebellous - I'm talking about kids 
who reach the age where something 
clicks inside them and they feel 
they want to do things themselves. 
Kids that are fed up with conditions 
around them - be it socially, musically 
or whatever. I think as long as these 
kids are attracted to the punk scene 
as an openminded place where “new" 
ideas can be shared, then the punk 
scene will keep regenerating itself, 
and will survive another ten years. 
If not. it will die like the first metal 
wave did in the seventies - as 
something that everyone just got 
bored with.

HOW DID YOU GET YOUR NAME- 
WHO THOUGHT OF IT ? 

-The name “No Pigs" was Guy l the 
bass player's) idea. At first we considered 
names like Arrggg and Anger, but they 
somehow had a Heavy Metal atmosphere, 
we mean we weren't too happy with 
that attitude, of course. You can read 
what we mean with No Pigs on the 
lyric sheet of our ep. 

WAS THE BAND STARTED FOR 
MAINLY MUSICAL OR POLITICAL 
REASONS? MANY DUTCH BANOS 
HAVE INTERESTING LYRICS BUT 
IT SEEMS LIKE MOST OF THEM 
STILL PLAY MAINLY JUST FOR 
FUN. WHAT IS YOUR ATTITUDE? 

- We all were in bands before, so it 
seemed logical to carry on that way. 
Politically, we basicly agree on most 
items, and musically as well. Most Iyric9 
are political, but we also play a certain 
style of music we like very much. Of 
course you have to like what you're 
doing. Fun is very important, and. as 
you said, many Dutch bands do have 
alot of fun when they're playing, which 
doesn't mean they're not serious in 
what they are singing about. Here in 
Holland. 90% of the audiences at gigs 
are either in bands themselves, and/or 
producing zines. or otherwise involved 
in the alternative scene. It's preaching 
for your own chapel: everybody knows 
what you think on all kinds of items, 
there's no need to prove yourself all 
the time. Our opinion is that the lyrics 
have to say something that's relevant, 
either politically, emotionally or 
psychologically. If you believe in what 
you are doing, you are bound to have 
a positive outlook, this includes, of 
course, a portion of fun. 

HAS GETTING A NEW DRUMMER 
CHANGED YOUR STYLE MUCH? WHY 
DID YOUR OLD DRUMMER LEAVE? 
Slower?? I don't know really. Of course 
we are playing slower than bands like 
Pandemonium. Larm etc. Our style 
is more BGK like. As we are not that 
good of musicians yet. and out lyrics 
are somewhat more complicated we 
have to play slower. 

WHEN YOU RELEASE TAPES OR 
RECORDS WHAT ARE THE REASONS 
BEHIND DOING THAT? WHAT SIDE

Tapes are 
easier to produce: They are cheaper, 
you can make only a few if you want, 
’tc. A record though, seems more a 

•el" product, in a psychological way. 
v also get better distribution [shops 
like cassettes) and you can get 
info with them, as lyric sheets 
and fold-outs sleeves are easily kept 
with the records while all these booklets 
that come with tapes have to be kept 
with the tapes have to be kept separate. 

I personally prefer records. Our 
soon to be released demo is going to 
be a tape though. It will have a gew 
studio tracks and live recordings. 

Till now. all lyrics are mine, and at 


this moment I don’t have any intention 
of putting out a book or so. I never 
heard any of the other members mention 
an idea in that direction, neither. Don't 
forget, we are a BAND, music is our 
way of communication.

Only a 'ew bands of progressive, light 
rock an< comercial music. Bands that 
(at least many of them] the only thing 
they made was copy music of other 
foreign bands. People without 
imagination or simply that the only 
thing they want is the money. 

Many of us wanna hear something 
new. Soon appears the first band 
who have many new things to hear. 
This band is named LEUZEMIA 

an d have several concerts. Many people 
are confused by this new type of music, 
others are very happy with it. 

In 198M many bands have been 
appearing, different sounds, different 
personalities, all them with the same 
attitudes: To attack the things that 
bother them. People without prejudices, 
people with the same musical pleasures, 
people in disagreement with the style 
of life. One charateristic thing about 
this movement is that this is not a 
copy of the foreign punk movement. 
Peru is a reality, many^ different things 
are going on here. There are many 
different styles of life.Peru is a synthesis 
in many aspects. Here, the hardcore 
groups of punk music refuse the other 

E roups that copy music of other places. 

lere nobody is a Punk, the reality 
makes it very hard to be one. The 
music and the attitude make this 
movement seem like a Punk movement, 
but I wouldn't risk to affirm this. The 
people call this movement subterranean 
music. One of the major problems 
are the records. To record a album 
is something impsible. becuase the 
problem of the recording companies 
is big. 

There are not any independent companies 
and the few big companies that exist 
don’t record national albums for rock 
since many years ago. Only we have 
recored a few cassettes (demo-tapes). 

NARCOSIS recorded the first, then, 
my band AUTOPSIA along with 3 others: 
LEUZEMIA. GUERRILLA URBANA 
and ESCUELA CERRAOA. These 
cassettes represent a very big effort 
of the groups, because it is necesary 
recording studios and equipment for 
making this work. Atleast this effort 
means spend alot of money. Now maybe 
bands are working with this. 

The other problems are the instruments: 
the imported are very very expensive, 
and the nacionals are of regular 
quality. The majority of the punk bands 
haven't their own instruments. For 
a concert or record it is necessary 
to ask to borrow someones or rent 
them. 

The corcerts here aren't very followed, 
because there aren't clubs in which 
the groups can play. There is only 
one in which some groups can play 
every weekend. Other places. like 
Theaters of Universitys. organize 
concerts very few times. 

Recently, the second time. The National 
University of San Marcos organized 
a concert with 20 groups more or less. 

The problem of organizing concerts 
in the streets (like a time in Rimas] 
is that the cops can interrupt the concert 
because they consider the lyrics 
"Insulting”

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T PUNKTOGRAPHY 

Before I begin, let me say that 
there is no "correct” approach to 
punktography. Just because someone 
favors a certain camera/lens 
combination, it doesn't mean that 
that particular method is the only 
way towards rather ragin' pictures. 
For example. Bill Tuck (Pillsbury 
Hardcore/Toxic Shock) seems content 
clicking away with a Kodak 110 
while, on tne other hand. Pete 
Lanswick (White 'N' Hairy/Toxic 
Shock) with a full selection of lenses, 
prefers to hook-up a motor drive 
and a professional flash, complete 
with a strap-on battery pack to 
his 35mm Canon F-l. Although my 
preferences in equipment falls 
somewhere in between these two 
extreems. both Pete and Bill deliver 
the goods, which is all that matters. 
With this in mind. what I'm 
attempting to do here is present 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of various cost effective options 
available to the potential 
punktographer. without getting 
too bogged down in technical terms. 
Although much of this may seem 
redundant to those poser Glen 
Friedman's in the Flipside readership. 
I hope you give this a glance because 
there might be a few things of 
interest. 


itself becomes apparent. (This is 
the strongest arguement I can give 
toward purchasing a camera which 
takes the larger size 35mm film.) 

Lastly, because 110 black and white 
film is extremely hard to find and 
non-existent with the disc camera, 
one's otherwise great picture would 
be unacceptable to many 'zines 
and record labels since few are 
willing to undertake the expenses 
involved in reproducing a picture 
in color. (There are various methods 
(panalure or velox) to convert a 
color picture to a black and white 
format but with a considerable loss 
in sharpness and contrast, making 
these far from desirable.) However, 
don't get me wrong, if one wants 
a stack of pictures for personal 
use with a minimum investment, 
this might be the riqht camera. 

I got started in punktography while 
working on Ink Disease magazine V(e „takenmby 
when it became obvious that we 
couldn't always leech off Al's leftover 
pictures. So. fearless editor Thomas 
spotted me $100 for a Canon Sureshot. 
a compact non-SLR 35mm camera. 

For such a small investment, the 
advantages are enormous. Features 
which cost big bucks on a more 
bulkier SLR. such as automatic 
focus. exposure, flash. and film 
advance come with the package

in by the viewfinder ind 
lens do not usually cause 
problems, unless the 
subtect is too close to the 
camera. Cut-off heads is 
the most common # 

symptom of parallax error 
m photographs. To help 
overcome this, 
manufacturers often 
include not only framing 
lines in tfie viewfinder, but 
parallax corrector, lines as 
well. The recommended 
closest sub|ect distance 
varies between makes, but 
it should be clearly stated 
in the user's manual.

The first thing to understand about 
film is its ASA rating for light 
sensitivity. Since black and white 
TRI-X is rated as MOO ASA. at 
equivalent shutter speeds, it needs 
only one quarter the amount of 
light for a correct exposure as PLUS-X 
its 100 ASA counterpart. In other 
words. TRI-X is four times more 
sensitive to light than PLUS-X. 
Hence, relative to PLUS-X. TRI-X 
is termed "fast.” So what's the big 
deal? As the film speed increases, 
so does the area of the picture in 
focus (depth of field). Now both 
the bassist and drummer are in focus 
rather than just the bassist. Manual 
focusing becomes far less critical, 
making the job much easier. So 
why doesn't one use Kodak RE2M75 
(b/w ASA I000-6M00)? Simple, in 
order to make a film "fast." the 
image forming silver halide crystals 
must be made fairly coarse, resulting 
with a loss of detail. At a poiQt 
the results become worse than if 
one used a 110 camera and its smaller 
sized negative. With Panatomic-X 
(b/w 32 ASA) the detail would be 
fine enough for poster sized prints. 
However, the depth of field would 
be so shallow tnat one would be 
better off concentrating simply 
on individuals. Basically, given the 
trade off between "grain" and depth 
of field, for punktography TRI-X 
is, for me. the best compromise. 

No matter what camera one decides 
to buy. there are several money 
saving ideas which any photographer 
should definately look into. Punker 
film. TRI-X PAN (MOO ASA) runs 
about four dollars for a thirty-six 
exposure roll which, to be honest, 
costs about three dollars too much. 
Some camera stores will actually 
let the ignorant customer think 
they've made a deal by discounting 
thirty percent off the list price

At the bottom end of the 
punktography spectrum is the Bill 
Tuck special, the 110. along with 
the disc camera. The real advantage 
of these cameras is that for as little 
as $30 anyone can go to the next 
punker gig. and without any prior 
experience. take pictures. Since 
these models are small relative 
to - ' any 35mm camera, they can be 
shoved down pants and snuck into 
metal shows provided ones's into 
those things, and is close enough 
to the stage. Their most obvious 
limitation lies with the film, especially 
if one wants something more than 
a color snapshot. Due to the small 
surface area of the negative, there 
is a definite limit as to how large 
a picture can be blown up before 
the physical structure of the negative 


as wide a lens as possible (35mm 
at the very least) so that one’ doesn't 
have to stand far back and deal 
with a sea of heads just to squeeze 
Barry and Andy of the Necros into 
one picture. 

Now for the disadvantages, which 
I quickly discovered! First of all. 
unlike a conventional 35mm camera, 
lenses are not interchangeable. 
Therefore, at places like the Melody 
Dance Center or the Anti Club, 
the standard lens wilj_ prove pitifully 
inadaquate.

for purchases in excess of five rolls. 
Instead, consider a one time invest¬ 
ment of fourteen dollars for a bulk 
loader. With this gadget, one can 
load their own film tailoring the 
amount to their own needs—preventing 
waste. Although the bulk loader 
holds up to one hundred feet of 
most any popular 35mm film (about 
twenty thirty-six exposure rolls), 
fifty foot lengths are available. 

I know even fifty feet of TRI-X 
sounds like a lot. but at about twelve 
dollars, it is such a bargin! One 
can always share with a like minded 
friend or can keep the bulk loader, 
complete with film sealed in a ziplock 
bag in a refrigerator, extending 
its life for months and months. Just 
remember to let the film reach 
room temperature before loading 
onto cassettes or static electricity 
will be generated, streaking the 
film. Cassettes run about fifty cents 
a piece and are completely reuseable 
provided that their felt light baffles 
are kept clean from film scratching 
particles. However. don't expect 
to hang onto 'em if the local drug 
store does the processing. (In this 
case, write down the type of film 
and the number of exposures on 
the cassette itself.) Lastly, unlike 
pre-loaded film. these cassettes 
can pop open if bounced around. 
So. keep 'em in their protective 
cases and find a new place for storing 
dope.... 

There is nothing that bums a punktog- 
rapher's life more than having to 
hang out. missing great shots, waiting 
for one's expensive set of alkaline 
batteries, which should have been 
tossed two shows ago. to recycle 
the flash. Consider spending fifteen 
dollars for a set of nickle cadmium 
batteries along with a recharger. 
Again, as with the bulk loader, there 
is an initial investment which event¬ 


ually becomes a money saver. Plan 
on buying twice the number of 
batteries the flash/camera takes 
so there is always a fresh set ready 
to go while the other recharges. 


(Well, that's all for this time around. 
Next issue, most every aspect of 
35mm SLR photography will be 
discussed in excruciating detail, 
along with "do it yourself" film 
processing and printing (especially 
for fanzines.)

MORE HISTORY 

Dear Flipside. 

For along time now I've been reading 
and nearing over and over again a 
very popular misconception. "The 
Washington DC punk scene started 
with the Bad Brains and Teen Idles". 
This is simple not true. THe DC punk 
scene began as far back as 1975-1976 
with bands such as Overkill. The Look. 
The Slickee Boys (who were mentioned 
in one of the first issues of Mark P's 
Sniffin' Glue fanzine} and The Controls 
(who featured Reddy Franz, brother 
of Talking Head Chris Franz and Keith 
Campbell current BMB guitarist). 
In the following two years bands of 
power and energy such as Nice Guys 
Da Chumps. The Skirkers. THe Rage. 
White Boy. Penetrators. Trenchmouth 
and The Enzymes etc played the DC 
circuit as well as frequent out of town 
dates. The center of the scene was 
the “Atlantic" club (now know as the 
9:30 club) and record store owner 
Skip Groff started his own "Limp” 
record label to record these new bands. 
WGTB (George Town) was playing 
alot of the new music The Pysche 
Deli. Chile Harold and various other 
clubs and halls started to book these 

new bands. Baltimore bands such as 
DeMoronics and Ebancezar and the 
Blugoons (the first straight edge band) 
joined the DC ranks. The scene • was 
prosparing. By 1979 the scene started 
to fizzle. I was playing in a terrible 
punk band called the "Snitch" with 
my best friend Paul Cleary. We became 
good friends with a new group called 
Bad Brains". They were exceptionly 
good having been a progressive Jazz 
group before turning punk. They could' 
not get into the Atlantis Club so they 
play.d partys in the basement of their 
house and incited the Snitch. Penetrators 
and other bands to play. We returned 
the favor by playing a club called 
the "Backroom" and having them 
headline the bill. The scene slipped 
into further decline. WGTB went off 
the air. The Atlantic club closed, other 
clubs either closed or changed booking 
policies, all we had left was a broken 
down townhouse in the Adams-Morgan 
section of DC run by some Communist 
Yippies. This was the final resting 

? lace for bands like the Penetrators. 
renchmouth and The Enzymes. These 

three bands along with the Bad Brains 
were the proto types for the latter 
day Hardcore bands. Always present 
at these shows were a very young 
Ian McKaye . Henry (Garfield) Rollins 
and Jeff Nelson. By this time I had 
formed Black Market Baby with what 
W8s left of the Penetrators and 
Trenchmouth. THe Teen Idles had 
been playing around for a few months. 
BMB . The Teen Idles and Bad Brains 
. we were what was left, of a once 
flourishing punk scene. After a few 
sleazy moves Bad Brains left the sinking 


ship and went to New York. BMB 
just took whatever came our way and 
then the Teen Idles broke-up._ This 
is the amazing part, from the" ashes 
of the Ten Idles came Minor Threat. 
SOA and Youth Brigade. Then came 
Government Issue and the Scream 
starting getting well know. The 
Untouchables. Iron Cross. Artificial 
Peace and many others. Through Ian 
McKaye's and Jeff Nelson's 
perserverance they single-handedly 
re-built the entire DC punk scene 
from the bands to the audience, from 
the records to the fanzines, it was 
an incredible fact and everybody who 
was laughing at them became very 
serious.

When Flipsdie's own 
Bill Bartell called me for an interview 
last year, he said he liked the Band 
alot but was suprized considering your 
DC correspondants either live at 
Dischord house or our directly involved 
with Dischord bands. That is my only 
reason for writing to express my point 
of view. It is not to take away from 
the Dischord scene, they deserve every 
bit of success they have got and more. 
I just want to point out that there 
was life before Bad Brains in DC.

1 waited impatiently as the band 
members took the stage and went 
through the final check ups. The 
crowd surrounded the stage as if 
there was an exhibition or sale of 
erotic and fetish products near the 
platform.They would wait no longer 
so they started to yell the band's 
name and song's titles. This had 
been a rather long and boring night 
for some fanatics who were suppressed 
to hear and see performed [I guess 
that was the primerly intention 
for these rockstars clone) the other 

2 weeks and unmatched bands on 
the bill THE 2ARK0NS and LITTLE 
KINGS. The Zarkons were a monotonus 
counterpart and evidently lacked 
a great deal of energy, as for the 
Little Kings apparently ran into 
some unsolving problems from the 
start. such as the discrepencies 
between the lead guitarist and his 
guitar. He went on all night tuning 
and banging on the guitar and amp 
in order to adjust the sound, but 
to no avail.(For crying our loud 
one learned how to play first before 
you’re motified infront of the 
audience). But that's just my opinion, 
and what do I know or obviously 
care I wan't there for these guys. 

Anyways as these memorabfes 
thoughts clung in my mind, it was 
time, the band was ready to go and 
so an abhorrent, incisive scream 
of numbers blasted into the mike 
in a "1.2.3,m.2.3.V recognizable 
form. The show was on. Fear played 
as viorously as ever, sonveying a 
highly energetic feeling of euphoria 
into the crowd as though tonight 
they launched a more determined 
approach to their audience by a 
mutual physical participation 
[youngsters slamming and Lee diving 
off stage into the pit). This was 
a better show than the prior one 
at Fenders Ballroom a few weeks 
ago. which beleive it or not went 
superbly. I had set up an interview 
with the band before the show but 
it wasn't implemented because of 
personal complications. I caught 
up with the boys after the gig. and 
interviewed three of the four. Lee 
was too bus and I didn't even bother. 
FEAR FEAR FEAR FEAR FEAR 


Noel: I guess we can begin with 
what happened to you guys at the 
L.A. street scene a couple months 
ago. How do you think this situation 
could have been handled avoiding 
the rampage? 

Lorenzo: T think there was a great 
misunderstanding and this.was caused 
not by the kids but by the promoters. 
There was an idiot there on stage 
trying to run the show and this was 
the guy who was talking between 
band breaks and at a certain point 
before we went on he told the people 
that were standing up on the second 
level of the adjacent garage parking 
lot to come down or tne band would 
not go on. and that was us! This 
was done out of the blue but where 
he fucked up was the fact that he 
instigated the people in front of 
the stage by starting that because 
of people like the on uo in the parking 


lot it was possible For shows not 
to happen, which was a dumb thing 
to say. and I think that resulted 
in that little riot, so you can blame 
it on that jerk. 

Noel: You've been playing with Fear 
on and off for about M years. Is that 
right?

Lorenzo: More or less, well what 
happened was that when Dirf left 
the band I was filling in then they 
asked me to continue playing. I 
liked them and they liked me tnats 
all there was.. I recall one • night 
learning 12 songs in a matter of 
3 hours before I actually joined 
the band and within days we were 
on the road. I was playing with 
the Dickies at that time so because 
of my commitment with them I 
left Fear temporarily. About a 
year later I got back together with 
them and that time I decided to 
stay for good. 

Noel: What other bands do you play 
with besides Fear and the Dickies? 
Lerenzo: Right now I have my own 
band "Ozenrol" which means Lorenzo 
backwards and we do acoustic staff 
which is alot of fun. we’re getting 
ready to release an EP soon, so 
look for it. 

Noel: You seem to keep a pretty 
busy schedule. 

Leorenzo: I try. I don't mind. 

Noel: How do the band members 

get along? When going to the studio 
are there any ego confrontations? 
Lerenzo: No I'm afraid it’s just too 
easy. We never argue, we go into 
the studio and do what we have 

to do. One thing I like about Fear 
is that there is no pussy-footing 
around we do the stuff and than 

move on. which is nice. 

Noel: Apparently you have received 
some negative response from critics 
about the album, implying that there's 
a great let down musically on your 
fresh vinyl. How do you feel about 
this? 

Lorenzo: I disagree with them and 

as a matter of fact it's usually like 
that, and you know the songs that 
they citized for being a little off 
the board are my favorit ones, so 


fuck them! 

Noel: Perhaps because it's less accept- 
ible for hardcore bands to have 
their musical ideals so abroad that 
could be distinguished as musicianship 
instead of trash rock, and this is 
the case with you guys ententing 
you creativity with that percussion 
song at the end of the album. 

Leorenzo: Right that's cool, and 
that was my remark about the fact 
that we move on. I see the band 
going into some real unknown, 
territory. 

Noel: What re-established the 

interrelations between the players 
to reform the band after such a 
long break? 

Lorenzo: The friendship and the 
fact that we stil wanted to play 
regardless of any other projects 
that we were involved with. 

Noel: Who came with the idea of 
recording the new album? 

Lorenzo: We decided it was time, 
it was due. This band had a lot 
of material just sitting. 

Noel: How did you git that TV 
commercial for Magic 105? 

Philo: It was kind of magic, kind 
of wow. hell it all fell on our laps. 
It's wonderful how in Hollywood 
they allow people to instead of acting 
to be able to portray their own; 
personal identity to the listening 
audience. 

Noel: Will there be any touring outside 
the state to promote the album? 

Philo: Well. I think we're ready to 
do some touring right now. also 
willing to play as many qias as we 



ready to play. 

Noel: Any particular band you would 
like to tour with at this moment? 

Philo: No...not right now, i can't 
think of any. 

Noel: I understand you wife was 
hit with a bottle that was thrown 
at the LA street 'scene seethed 
commotion. How is she doing? 

Philo: Yeah, she is doing fine. now.. 
I t l 3 amazing what happens sometimes. 
We've been out there for so many 
years and none of us have dropped 
a bit of blood, and at the scene 
bottles were flying in our faces 
and no one got hurt. She was in 
the back ancl got hit in the eye 
But fuck all those kids they can

oel: Why didn't you record ‘Hank 
Williams was queer' for this LP? 

Philo: We recored it along with 
20 other songs, but we just wanted 
to use the strongest songs for the 

vinyl. 

Noel: Any image you're trying to 
portray to reach the audienc while 
on stage? 

Spit: 1 think we're basically tryini 
to come off as morons., the genera' 
idea is to reach everyone, we don' 
specialize our audience in any way. 


Noel: Can you differentiate you 
unorthodox style in contrast with 
those of most hardcore drummers? 

Spit: Most hardcore drummers I've 
seen apparently seem to becoming 
from different styles, but they're 
emphasis is only on fast straight 
beat without any variation or 
creativity, that's fine for endurance 
and all that, but I try to use my 
musical influences in bringing some 
sort of an original sound. 

Noel: What are some of our drumming! 
and percussion influences that 
contribute to your style of playing? 

Spit: I love that African. Jamaica.; 
and Brazilan music, and even Algerian.' 
any middle eastern sound, so I try 
to incorporate these sounds any 
way that I can. because that’s the 
staff that gets me going, it's totally 
fresh. 

Noel: What are some of the other 
projects you're involved with besides 
Fear? 

Spit: I'm with an Orange county 
band call the Iromatics which is 
a lot of fun and is totally different 
than Fe3r. but it's a good change. 
And I’m also playing in a percussion 
band call Redrum which means murder 
backwards and that's a four piece 
band that I have with some buddies 
of mine. 

Noel: You were playing with Nina 
Hagen for a while. Why did you 
leave her? 

Spit: I couldn't get along with the 
band leader, he was a real jerk, 
and was sleeping with the manager, 
so whatever he said went, no matter 
what.

will be out on Homestead Records? 

I imagine the advantage to that is 
Homestead has better distribution 
than Fresh Sounds can afford. How 
many albums do you expect to sell? 

Jay: The album's going to be called 
"Four Dicks On Vinyl. The reason 
they call it homestead is because they 
give you 160 acres and a mule in the 
contract. I think we'll let Bill run 
the farm. I figure we could get 100 
records per acre, not a bad yield. 

David: The album's going to be called 
“40 Fingers" and should be out by 
February on Homestead, which we 
hope is a step up. but it is only a one- 
record deal and Fresh Sounds still 
does our management and works with 
us. We hope to sell more records than 
ever. 

6) What do you think of a band 
like the Replacements signing to a 
major label? You guys could certainly 
be likened to them, their earlier, more 
spunky material anyway. Do you think 
their new release is a letdown, and 
if you prefer not to answer that one. 
let me ask you if you guys plan to 
become more "Accessable" or are 
you happy with the hard sound you've 

P ot not? It's kinda funny because 
remember reading reviews of the 
early 'Notz that labeled you as garage, 
not hardcore, but you play as fast 
and intense as meny bands under the 
punk banner. For the readers. I'd like 
to compare the 'Notz to Social 
Distortion, good- looking, punk- out 
melody in the vocals and riffs, gcod 
lyrics. Of course, the 'Notz are alot 
more clean-cut than S.D. Who do 
you compare yourselves to? Who don't 
you mind being lumped in with? 

Jav: If we were ever on a major label 
we’d be the biggest assholes we could, 
ever more than now. but John is the 
biggest asshole in the band. 

John: First off. S.D. don't look scruffier 
than us. they just look punkier. If 
we got spikey haircuts 'n black leather, 
'n lotsa eyeliner, we might look slightly 
like them, but we're "anti-fashion 1 ' 
so we won't. Besides we don't sound 
like them. If the Replacements get 
signed to a major label, that's fine, 
more power to them, hcpe they don't 
wimp out. 

Steve: We're trying to get a better 
produced sound, it's hard not to go 

a little overboard in the studio. We 

all try to agree on final mixes and 

make sure what we hear is what we 
want the band to sound like. The newest 
sounds are still powerful and intense. 
Fast has always been the best way 
for us to play, but we like to toy 

occasionally with other tempos and 
feels. Don't categorize too much, 
there are lots of variations of all 
so-called music types. Categorizing 
deprives others and yourself from 
personal interpretation. 

7) Let me preface this question 
by saying that I despise the attitude 
by alot of older, established punks 
that they are the only decent bands 
around.. Bob Mould of Husker Du is 
constantly saying that he doesn't listen 
to Hardcore and that in '8k they were 
the only thing happening, and both 
Rollins of Black Flag, and the Minutemen 
say the same asinine things. Now 
when I saw you. your equipment was 
covered with stickers of various bands. 
Do you enjoy listening to lots of bands? 
Lots of different genres of music? 
Are any of you record collectors? 
What bands do you recommend to 
the readers' 

Steve: Sometimes if bands say they're 
great then people will believe it and 
so they are. We've played with all 
sorts of cool bands of all types and 
styles. It's alright to have favorite 
bands that you listen to. but hopefully 
we've all chosen our favorites from 
as wide a selection as possible. 

John: There are lots. tons, of decent 
bands in the U.S.. and the world, the 
problem is that many of them are 
still doing the same thing, no excuses- 
sc are we. but it seems pretty futile 


to try and be the best at something 
that's been worked into the grbundj 
It's alot like live music of the disco 
era in that there are a half a shitload 
of cover bands. It's almost as boring 
as seeing a bard do covers of Stones 
of Beaties, or seeing a bard try to 
outdo those bands in tne same vein. 
Hardcore, as far as I'm concerned, 
has peaked. It may not decline for 
awhile, but it's not growing. The only 
change I've seen in the past two years 
has been a shift towards speed metal. 
It's great. I love the energy, but it's 
still a regression. Kiss did tne same 
thing, although slightly slower. What 
is the point in that? Don't get down 
on Black Flag or Husker Du. at least 
they're not doing the same old thing 
and they still have the energy. 

8) On an earlier album, you 
had a song with lyrics by William 
Burroughs, the worlds greatest author, 
who happens to have his home in 
Lawrence.Ks. Tell me something 
cool about him. I know Bill 
Rich.lMicronotz Manager, etc.], actually 
works for him. so maybe he's the best 
qualified to answer. Let me plug the 
new videos that he'll be offering thru 
the Fresh Sounds including seme 1962 
pcotage of cutups, (see address above) 
David: Good, we always get a Burroughs 
question, glad to have Bill answer 
it. 

Bill: The Micronotz friendship with 

Burroughs came about because I was 
working with James. Burroughs manager, 
in the studio on some projects. The 
band was ready to record and had 
one song without words and William 
had a pop song that he gave us. I've 
been working and helping since then. 
Through some other business 
associations I started distributing 
some unique videos and the new releases 
with the cut-ups fit in well so we're 
doing it. 

9) In "Oh Baby", you lement 
that we're all "Dogfood for the rich", 
ard in "War*, you hypothisize that 
the war between two people is caused 
by money, what do you think of the 
present state of peace punks'vs. 
c skinheads"? In England. New York 
City, and no doubt in other population 
centers, there probably is real rivalry 
between left and right. Do you think 
this shit has any place mixed i.n with 
rock 'n roll? 

Steve: We really don't see the conflicts 
in our area that we read about, but 
we have run across some of that on 
the road. You really can't separate 
rock 'n roll frem the rest of your world. 

10) You guys are all pretty 
handsome- what's the groupie scene 
like, if any. and do you think htving 
groupies is sexist, or that viewing 
women as potential sexual partners 
sexists? I don't. I think it's pretty 
natural and as long as you don't treat 
'em like shit you're entitled to lust 
after 'em. I saw leading " peace punk" 
conflicts singer say that people balling 
etch other wasn't sexist, just women 
displaying themselves in porn and 
ads. I don't agree with that either. 

It appalls me that he would even have 
to say the first part, that it isn't sexist 
to screw. I tnink radical feminism 
has infiltrated leftist punk. Between 
that and straight edge. I den't know 
what a pocr heund dog is supposed 
do w/himself. 


Steve: You meet lots of diffc-enr 
types of people under lots of dJferr:r 
circumstances playing or on the rr.od. 

People come to see us for differ'-:-: 
reasons. If they come to mingle, wn’r-- 
background music, if they come for 
sex. well... There are lots of dif"'-' 
ways to communicate and relat- to, 
other people.
